LONDON HOG-TIED BY RODEO 


Crowd of 90,000 Thrilled by Cow- 
Boys and Oowgiris.

LONDON, June 14.—a crowd of 
90,000 in the great Empire Stadi- 
um at Dembley applauded today 
the opening of rodeo performances 
by American and Canadian cow- 


boys and cowgirls. 

An intense interest has been 
aroused in the public by these per- 
formances. The spectacle is ac- 
claimed as eclipsing any athletic 
thrills’ known in London before. 
The most rémarkable performance 
today was that of Bob Crosby, 
champion steer roper of the 
Southwest, who lassoed a big steer 
which had 20 yards’ start, threw 
it and hog-tied it in 27 seconds. 
It seems probable the rodeo has 
come to stay as a London amuse- 
ment if the crowds keep up today’s 
proportions. 

At the evening performance 4 
steer’s leg was broken. This brought 
many in the audience to their feet. 
They indulged in several minutes 
of booing and hissing and sore 
women left the stadium. Offi- 
cials of the society for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals, whose 
earlier objections to the holding of 
the show were not heeded, are 
threatening to bring the matter be- 
fore Parliament.

ONE OFS TAK 
AS TRAIN ROBBER 


Wounded Prisoner Member 
of Holdup Gang, Mail 
Clerks Say—Two Others 
Partly Identified. : 


ONE SAID TO HAVE 
MADE CONFESSION 


Reported. That J. H. Wayne 
Said He Was Shot by 
Robbers’ Leader for Dis- 
obeying Orders.

CHICAGO, June 14.—A quick 
solution of all details of the hold- 
up Thursday night of a Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul mail train, 
a few miles from Chicago, by four 
automobile loads of robbers, who 
obtained money and bonds valued 
at upwards of $1,000,000, was pre- 
dicted by the police tonight after 
two mail clerks had positively iden- 
tified one prisoner as one of the 
train robbers. 

J. H. Wayne, seriously wounded, 
and believed by the police to be 
the robber who was shot by a com- 
panion who mistook him for a 
mail clerk during the robbery, is 
the man identified.. With three 
other men and a woman, Wayne 
was taken into custody in a spec- 
tacular raid on a flat as the re- 
sult of a tip. 

At first Wayne told the police 
he was shot while near Hammond, 
Ind., by a woman of the name of 
Miss Margaret Ray. Later he said 
a bootlegger shot him. Five bul« 
let wounds were found in his body 
and doctors said he _ probably 
would die. The*other suspects are 
Walter McComb and his wife, 
whose flat was raided. Paul Wade, 
who said he lived in Tulsa, Ok., 
and James Mahoney, found in the 
fiat. 

Description Fits ‘Tommy’ O’Connor 
“We are making rapid progress 
in the case and expect to reach a 
solution before long,” Mathew 


Zimmer, deputy superintendent of 
police, said in announcing the iden- 
tification of Wayne. 

Meanwhile, Sheriff Hoffman said 
that a description of one of the 
robbers tallies almost exactly with 
that of Tommy, “Lucky Tommy” 
O’Connor, Chicago murderer, who 
broke jail three years ago, five 
days before he was to have been 
hanged. 

A new $1000 bill and a $500 bill 
were found in Wayne's clothing 
and a $1000 bill was found in 
Wade's pockets. Serial numbers 
of the bills do not correspond with 
those of any of the money thus 
far reported stolen, it was an- 
nounced after a check. 


May Have Escaped in Plane. 

Wade was reported té have been 
an aviator and this fact led to a 
revival of the theory that the rob- 
bers escaped in an airplane seen 
near the scene of the holdup after 
the robbery. 
The known loot was increased 
today to $447,000 in cash and 
bonds, but it was admitted that 
more* than this amount is missing 
and unofficial sources placed the 
loss at between $1,000,000 and $3,- 
000,000. Postal inspectors and 
Government agents were devoting 
@ great part of their time to in- 
vestigation of the theory that the 
robbery was the result of informa- 
tion given by a postal employe or 
Federal bank employe, this theory 
being due to the faultless precie 
sion with which the holdup wae 
executed. 


Trying to Locate Loot. 
After two detectives left for the 
scene of the robbery late today, it 


was reported that a confession had 
been obtained from one of the sus- 
pects held and that the officers 
had gone to try to locate the place 
where the loot was buried. 

It was also reported that Wayne 
had said later that he was shot by 
the bandit leader for disobeying 
erders. The police did not reveal 
which of the suspects had admitted 
participation in the holdup but 
said that two others besides Wayne 
had been partly identified by the 
mail clerks as participants in the 
holdup. 

The police were attempting to- 
night to trace the records of the 
suspects about which little is 
known. McComb, the detectives 
said, had been under surveillance 
several times. The man who gave 
his hame as Mahoney came to Mc- 
Comb’s flat while the raid was in 
progress. Little is known of him. 
him.

RADIO BEAM RAY MAY 
REPLACE HIGH-POWER STATIONS 


Communication Sent From Exigland 
to Argentine by Marconi Via 


Wireless-Telegraphic System. 
By the Associated Press. 


BUENOS A'TRES, June 14.—The 
radio beam ray- communication be- 


England, and Buenos Aires, was 
radio-telegraphic and not telephon- 
ic, as reported from London today, 
according to local officials of the 
Transradio International, which re- 
ceived the message. 


The message was received, it was 
said, after a successful test which 
William Marconi, inventor of the 
wireless, had conducted for two 
days with the local station at Villa 
Elisa on a wave length of 94 me- 
ters. The officials state that the 
success attained on this first expe- 
riment over such a long distance 
means that high-power stations are 
no longer necessary for radio com- 
munication. 

The message which came from 
Paldhu station was from Dr. Thom- 
as Le Breton, Argentine Minister 
of Agriculttire, who is visiting in 
England. It was addressed to War 
Minister Justo and read: 
“Marconi, who unites Latin ge- 
nius withthe power of accumplish- 
ment, favors us by selecting Buenos 


absolutely direct communication. I 
take advantage of his genetous of- 
fer to extend cordial greetings to 
the defenders of our national col- 
ors.” 

The receiving apparatus here 
which brought in the message from 
Dr. Le Breton is of special con- 
struction, having three lamps and 
small cylindrical antenna. The dis- 
tance between the Marconi station 
at Poldhu and Buenos Aires is ap- 
proximately 9500 kilometers (6333 
miles). 


“HELL” DROPPED: FOR “HADES” 
BY LUTHERAN SYNOD 


Action Does Not Imply Repudiation 
of Doctrine of Existence 

of the Former.

DE KALB, Ill., June 14.—The 
word “hell” in the second article 
of the Apostle’s Creed was 
dropped and the word “hades” sub- 
stituted in its stead by the Luth- 
eran Augustana Synod meeting 
here today in its sixty-fifth annual 
convention. 

Hereafter 300,000 members of 
the Synod, after declaring that 
Christ was “crucified 
Pontius Pilate,”’ will confess, “He 
descended into hades.” 

It was made clear that acties of 
the synod does not imply repudia- 
tion of the doctrine of the existence 
of hell, but relates only to the state 
of Christ following His crucifixion 
and death. The change in con- 
fession of faith was made during 
consideration of the revised liturgy 
of the church.

New York Medical School Finds 
Use of War Gas Perfectly 
Safe.

NEW YORK, June 14.—The 
New York post-graduate medical 
schoo! and hospital announced to- 
day the opening of a ciinic which 
will provide chlorine gas treatment 


for certain types of respiratory dis- 
eases. The Board of Health re- 
cently opened a chlorine clinic. 

At the post-graduate the new 
treatment is expected to be of par- 
ticular value in cases of head colds 
and other affections of the nose 
and throat. 

An officer of the hospital said: 

“Although chlorine was the first 
of the poisonous gases employed 
for wa? purposes, its use ‘medically 
is perfectly safe for the reason that 
the patient becomes conscious of 
irritation long before the concen- 
tration of the gas is sufficient to 


cause damage to the tissues.”

Mrs. Davies’ second husband, tes- 
tified that she had been periodic- 
ally addicted to the use of drugs |. 
during the 19 years of thelr mar- 
ried life. 

Miss Ruth Rubey and Mrs. James 
M. Kemper of Kansas City, daugh- 
ters by former marriages, who with 
Davies contested the will, testified 
as to Mrs. Davies’ peculiarities. 


Zeitun Not in Court. 


Mrs. Davies, first will had been 
probated and the estate was being 
administered when Zeitun turned 
up with the second and later will. 
He has never appeared in Amer- 
ica, but engaged Kansas City at- 
torneys to represent him at the 
trial. He is believed to be in Eu- 
rope. 

Mrs. Davies, who was the daugh- 
ter of Dr. William §&. Woods of 
Kansas City, was left the income of 
his $5.000,000 estate. It was to re- 
vert to Miss Rubey and Mrs, Kem- 
per upon her death. The money at 
issue in the will contest was Mrs. 
Davies’ accumulafion from her in- 
come. 

She died in 1922, a few months 
after making the will in London, 
Upon her return to America a court 
adjudged her of unsound mind and 
her property was placed in the 
hands of trustees. 

Zeitun, after declaring himself as 
her heir, wrote articles for British 
newspapers describing how he won 
the love of “a $14,000,000 heiress” 
and incidentally her estate, by sav- 
ing. her life when she was ill in a

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 14.— 
Whether the Bishops of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, act- 
ef within their authority under the 
discipline of the church in calling 
& special session of the General 
Conference to be held at Chatta- 
nooga, July 2, to consider unifica- 
tion with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, is a matter to be deter- 
mined when the session convenes, it 
is indicated in a statement made 
public here tonight by Bishop Col- 
lins Denny of Richmond, Va., one 
of the five dissenting bishops. 

Bishop Denny maintains that 
paragraphs 37 and 38 of the chap- 
ter of the discipling entitled, “Of 
the general conference,” which 
have been in the discipline for 58 
years and which authorize the 
Bishops to call a special confer- 
ence, are illegal. 

“These paragraphs.” he said. 
“were not referred to the annual 
conferences, nor did they, accord- 
ing to the record, receive in the 
general conference the requisite 
two-thirds vote.” 

“Nor does any lapse of years.” 
Bishop Denny continued, “aalans 
that constitutional which was not 
constitugionally adopted.” 

Bishop Denny quoted the Bishops 
as having stated in 1914 that while 
there had been “some variations 
in practice, inadvertent as we must 
believe, made without challenge, 
and without debate,” no part of the 
chapter empowering the Bishops to 
Call a special session of the con- 
ference should be legally open to 
alteration, amendment or change.”

‘"eeders,” or “shuttle planes’ op- 
erating from St. Louis to Chicago 
or lowa City, and from Kansas 
City to Omah@® In this way, he 
said, the expense would be cut 
down considerably. 

Before Aug. 1, Col. Henderson 
will inspect the proposed route 
from Omaha to St. Joseph and 
Kansas City. That completed he will 
fly from Kansas City to St. Louis, 
inspect the landing fields there, 
and then continue his flight to 
Iowa City and Chicago. He depart- 
ed today for Chicago where he will 
remain until the transcontinental 
flyers have made their initial trip. 
Later he will inspect the lighting 
equipment from Chicago to Cleve- 
land now being installed, and that 
between Cheyenne and Rock 
Springs, Wyo. He has already in- 
spected the equipment from Chi- 
cago to Cheyenne. 

Law Permits Changes. 

Col. Henderson intended to ask 
Comptroller McCarl immediately 
for a ruling as to whether the air 
mail service appropriation of $2,- 
750,000 could be used to put St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph 
on the transcontinental route. Be- 
cause of pending legislation, how- 
ever, he decided to wait until Con- 
gress had adjourned. Now he in- 
tends to wait until he has made 
his inspection of the Missouri 
routes. 

The law under which the appro- 
priation was made stated that the 
route should be from New York 
to San Francisco by way of Chi- 
cago and Omaha. It would seem 
that this would allow the Postmas- 
ter General discretionary powers on 
the intervening cities, butf since 
the defeat of Senator Lodge's bill 
to extend the air mail service to 
Boston, Col. Henderson fs afraid 
that the Comptroller will rule that 
congressional enactment is nec- 
essary to give gervice to the Mis- 
souri cities. Senator Lodge’s Dill, 
which passed the Senate, but was 
killed in the House the closing day 
of the session, would have had the 
transcontinental terminal in Bos- 
ton. 

Col. Henderson said he would 
base his arguments to the Comp- 
troller on the increased revenue the 
“shuttle plane” service would give. 

To Serve 2,000,000. 

“We are primarily interested,” 
he said, “in extending this service 
to 2,000,000 more people, but we 
also want to do all we can for St.

TO TEACH CITIZENS TO SHOOT 


Senator Brookhart Will Instruct at 
Firearms School.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—A 
citizens’ firearms instruction school 
will be conducted by the War De- 
partment at Camp Perry, O., from 
Aug. 1 to Oct. 2 under the super- 
vision of Senator Brookhart of 
Iowa, who is a firearms expert and 
crack shot.

RUBBERS GET $1000 
IN OFFICE HOLDUP 


Exchange Shots With Employe 
of Company After Taking 
Money. 


Five robbers got about $1000 in 
cash in the office of the Madison 
Packing Co., Twelfth and Green- 
wood streets, Madison, IIl., at 2:30 
p. m. yesterday, after holding up 
three office employes, and escaped 
in an automobile after exchanging 
shots with an employe of the com- 
pany. 

One of the robbers is reported to 
have fallen after a shotgun had 
been discharged at him at short 
range and was helped into an auto- 
mobile by his companions. 

John Frangoulis, 1918 Victor 
street, president of the company, 
was in the rear part of the plant, 
some distance from the office, at 
the time. He estimated the loss, 
which is covered by insurance. The 
éxact amount taken cannot be de- 
termined until reports of collec- 
tions by drivers can be checked. 

A stenographer and two men 
were in the office when the auto- 
mobile stopped in front and three 
men, each carrying a revolver and 
unmasked, entered.

The other 
man was forced to hold his hands 
up while the robbers took the cash 
and several small che¢ks from the 
safe.

MISS LOCKWOOD WINS 


No Evidence to Show She 
Is Unfit to Rear Son.

Six-months-old Thomas lLock- 
wood was taken back to the house 
of his birth yesterday in the arms 
of his mother, 
after experiences seldom encoun- 
tered by babies. 

It was Judge Ossing’s decision, 
in the Court of Domestic Relations, 
which, sent him home, but he tis 
too young to realize the furore 
that has been made over him; per- 
haps he never will know. 

Little Tom was born Dec. 19 
at 4246 Delmar boulevard, the 
home of his then 17-year-old mo'h- 
er, Miss Fannie Lockwood, who 
was a telephone operator. Thomas 
Poepping Jr., former Municipal 
Opera chorus man, of 313 West 
Iron street, supposed father of the 
child, took him away in a covered 
basket, the night of Dec. 27. 

“T’'ll place him in a home till 
we can be married,“ Poepping is 
said to have told the girl. But 
Poepping left the basket in the 
vestibule of St. Joseph’s Orphan 
Asylum, where the infant survived 
the wintry night and was found by 
anun. Policemen took it to St. 
Ann’s Foundling Asylum. Later, 
other policemen carried it to City 
Hospital, where an agent of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians took 
charge of it. 

Baby Was Adopted. 

The board found a well-to-do 
childless couple, who assumed the 
baby’s care and lavished on it the 
money and affection they would 
have given their own child, a~4 
even told friends it wag their own. 
But Miss Lockwood traced her 
baby and sought to get it back by 
habeas corpus proceeding. Last 
month the cooing child, oblivious 
of its surroundings, was taken tu 
court as “exhibit A.” Miss Lock- 
wood could not swear that it was 
her son, but maternal instinct made 
her feel sure it was. 

The Board of Children’s Guardi- 
ans opposed the contention that the 
foundling Miss Lockwood claimed 
was hers, until Poepping testified 
about the abandonment. Yester- 


| day, little Tom was in court again,

WOMAN INVENTS 
AUTO THEFT ALARM 


Mrs. Sadie L. Mathews An- 
nounces Device, Declared 
to Be Thief-Proof. 


At last, the thief-proof automo- 
bile alarm. And invented by a 
woman, who for six years has for- 
saken social pleasures for a self- 
installed laboratory in her home 
which has been the scene of her 
preoccupation for that period. 

It is the Mathews automobile 
theft alarm, upon which two pat- 
ents have been granted at Wash- 
ington, with others pending, and 
which has recently engaged the 
attention of the department of 
electrical engineering at Washing- 
ton University, where the mechan- 
ism was analyzed and the device 
officially approved. 

The inventor is Mrs. Sadie lL. 
Mathews, wife of William T. Math- 
ews, real estate dealer and banker, 
who resides at 4228 West Pine 
boulevard. With the completion of 
the tests at Washington Univer- 
sity and having further refined 
her models to her own satisfac- 
tion, Mrs. Mathews yesterday madé 
public the fruition of her experi- 
ments, and announced the device 
was open for sale to automobile 
and accessory manufacturers. 


The Inventor in Her Laboratory. 


“I have always been interested 
in mechanics,” Mrs. Mathews re- 
lated to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch in the “laboratory’’—a 
converted second-floor bedroom, in 
which the models were displayed 
on tables, surrounded by racks on 
which appeared to be innumerable 
drills, wrenches, dies, pliers, wir- 
ing, tubes, wheels and whatnot. “I 
have never had any shop experi- 
ence, but I can comprehend the 
principles of mechanical engineer- 
ing. 
“My interest, however, has been 
centered in electricity, particular}; 
circuit wiring. I have been an in- 
tensive reader of books on elec- 
tricity. Six years ago I began to 
experiment with a few dry cells 
and a bell, and eventually rigged 
up an alarm, Which operated in 
principle about the same as the 
final, patented model which sounds 
a vibrating horn. Wh:2t I sought 
to find, and eventually did, was a 
mechanism, which would automat- 
ically sound the alarm, if the cir- 
cuit was broken at any point.” 
Claims for the Device. 
The operation, and attendant 
protection against theft, is better 
explained in the report .of H. G. 
Hake, associate professor of elec- 
trical engineering at Washington 
University. The alarm, as he an- 
alyzed it, provides protection in 
four ways: when locked, it breaks 
the ignitiog circuit, thus making it 
impossible to start the engine with- 
out tampering with the electrical 
circuits of the car; it will cause the 
alarm to be sounded if any at- 
tempt is made to tow away the 
car; similarly, if any attempt is 
made to move the spare tire; and 
also if there is any uttempt to tam- 
per with the storage battery. 
Continuing Prof. Hake’s report 
reads: “In the third and fourth 
cases, mentioned above, the alarm 
begins to sound immediately under 
the conditions described, and it will 
continue to sound until the alarm 
circuit is broken by unlocking the 
device by means of the key fur- 
nished with the lock. Re-estab- 
lishing the circuit conditions, exist- 
ing prior to the tampering, will not 
silence the alrm. In the second 
mentioned case (if an attempt is 
made to tow the car away), the 
alarm will sound after the car has 
been moved a distance of 560 feet 
or so, depending on the adjust- 
ments, The-alarm will then con- 
tinue to sound as long as the car 
remains in that position, or moves 
in the original direction, but when 
the alarm first begins to sound it 
may be silenced by moving the car 
a short distance'in the reverse di- 
reetion, not to exceed 60 feet. The 
purpose of this arrangement is to 
make possible a reasonable move- 
ment of the car when it is parked.” 
In Small Box on Dial Board. 
The device itself is housed in a 
metal box, three by three and a 
half inches square, set in the dial 
board, the same as the ignition 
lock or the speedometer dial. From 
it run three coil tubes about one- 
half inch in diameter—one to the 
battery to draw current, another to 
the transmission shaft (or the 
speedometer), and the third about 
the spare tire (or any other part 
desired to be especially protected). 
Turning of a key in the lock “sets” 
the device by driving a pinion 
against the transmission and con- 
necting the circuit with the battery. 
With the key in the owner's 
pocket and the device thus “get,” 
the claim is made that the car and 
its protected parts are proof against 
the machinations of the car or ac- 
cessory thief; not to mention per- 
sons of less serious intent, such as 
practical jokers, chauffeurs who 
borrow their owners’ cars without 
permission, etc. 

The car, as stated, may be 
moved, either forward or back- 
ward, its limit of 50 to 60 feet, but 
then there t% set up a continuous, 
raucous blowing of the horn, which 
can be heard for blocks, and which

Smith, already on the field 
of action, spent the first day as As 
own campaign director in mak 
two out-door speec&kes, attending a 
flag-day dinner, reviewing a pa- 
rade of Masons, and distributing 
toys to East Side children. 


The National League of Young 
Democrats, which has opened 
headquarters, announced through 
Guy M. Woodward, president, that 
the league had been organized in 
Kansas, its eleventh state, and that 
it had leased an auditorium where 
convention proceedings at the Gar- 
den would be transmitted by a ra- 
dio to a large overflow audience. 

Speculation on Chairmanship.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The 
world flyers are temporarily de- 
layed at Tourane, French Indo- 
China, while Lieut. Smith, com- 
mander of the expedition, installs 
a new engine in his airplane. It is 
significant of the completeness of 
the plans for this expedition, that 
each time a new engine has been 
needed by any of the flyers, it has 
been available within a few hun- 
dred miles. 


The motor for Lieut. Smith was 
500 miles away at Saigon, French 
Indo-China. He was forced down 
at Hye, a few miles north of 
Tourane, French Indo-China, on 
the shore of the China Sea. The 
engine was rushed.to Lieut. Smith 
from Saigon on board a U. §&. 
Naval destroyer. It should take 
about 24 hours to install it and the 
flyers should arrive at Saigon 
about the end of this week. 

At Saigon, French Indo-China, 
the flight will be at its farthest

At this place they will be 
within less than 2000 miles of 
Akyab, where the British flyer was

convictions obtained in the murder 
of Andrew Deck, volunteer prohi- 
bition informer, at Herculaneum, 
in February, 1921, R. E. Klein- 
schmidt of Hillsboro, special prose- 
cutor appointed by the Attorney- 
General has withdrawn from fur- 
ther participation in retrial of any 
of the defendants. 
Reasons were explained at 
length by Kleinschmidt in an open 
letter received today by Attorney- 
General Barrett, follewing Klein- 
schmidt’s announcement at Ironton 
Tuesday, when the second trial of 
William Hayes was called, that he 
would not conduct the trial. Hayes 
was convicted of first degreé mur- 
der at Ironton in November, 1921, 
and sentenced to life imprisonment, 
but the case was reversed and re- 
manded for a new trial. 
“In view of the decisions of the 
Supreme Court in the cases grow- 
ing out of the Deck murder, all but 
one of which were reversed and 
remanded for new trial, and one 
of them a second time,” Klein- 
schmidt wrote, “I feel that I am ut- 
terly incompetent to try any of 
these cages in a major manner 
which would meet the approval of 
said court on appeal. 


Can’t Understand Decisions. 
“I conscientiously feel that I 


would not be justified in continuing 
in these cases and probably put the 


state to additional unnecessary ex- 


pense. With all due respect to the 
Supreme Court, I am frank to con- 
fess that I am unable to under- 
stand the decisions it has handed 
down in these cases either as to the 
law involved or as to the facts 
shown in evidence.” 
As is known, Deck was fatally 
shot on Feb. 26, 1921, at Hercu- 
laneum by James Seward of 5&t. 
Louis, and died two days later. 
The state charged six men with 
entering into a conspiracy to em- 
ploy Seward to “beat up” Deck be- 
cause of his activities against boot- 
leggers and were to pay him $35 
for the assault. Seward was fur- 
hished with a revolver and Dilly, 
ft was chafeéd, was paid $20 of 
the promised $35 and shot Deck 
after @nticing him from his home. 
One Conviction Affirmed. 
Seward was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death and the Supren® 
Court affirmed the sentence. Act- 
ing Gov. Lioyd commuted the sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. Ernes: 
Hayes was sentenced to death, but 
the case was reversed and remand- 
ed. William Hayes, son of Ernest 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment and the case reversed by the 
higher court. Eugene Hayes, an-

Court, in the case of Ernest Hayes, 
had ruled as incompetent certain 
evidence submitted by the State 
concerning conversations. betwe:n 
the defendants following the shoot- 
ing of Deck, on the ground they 
took place following the death of 
Deck, “after the alleged con- 
spiracy had terminated.” 
Once Upheld. 

Kleinschmidt asserted the evi- 
dence clearly showed the conver- 
sations took place the night of Feb. 
26, 1921, nearly. 48 hours befo-e 
Deck died. He further asserted 
the Supreme Court had not. he'd 
that evidence incompetent, when 
Passing on-the identical, evidenc- 
three months previously in acting 
on the appeals of Seward and Eu; 
gene Hayes. 

“The trial Judge, E. M. Dearing, 
and I have perhaps been wrong as 
to some of the law involved in 
these cases,” Kleinschmidt con- 
tinued, /*but we did pride ourselves 
somewhat upon knowing the facts 
were as disclosed by the evidence. 
However, I am just as. much at a 
loss to understand the language of 
the Supreme Court in reference to 
the law involved as I am as to the 
facts. 

“In the case of State vs. William 
Hayes, tried before the decision in 
the Ernest Hayes case was ren- 
dered, the Court, op commenting 
upon the question. wnether or not 
the State intreduced sufficient evi- 
dénce t. submit to the jury specif- 
ically 1.--ntioned the identical tes- 
timony from the lig® of the same 
witness, in regard to the same con- 
versation, and held that it was 
competent evidence and a question 
for the jury ag.to whether or not 
it was true. This was in reference 
to the same testimony the Court 
had less than 10 months before, 
condemned as incompetent.” 


Must Guess at Procedure. 


“Were I to continue in these 
cases,” Kleinschmidt continued, “I 
would be at utter loss as to how to 
proceed, whether I should follow 
the ruling in the Willlam Hayes 
case and offer the evidence in re- 
gard to the conversation, er follow 
the ruling in the Ernst Hayes case 
and not offer it. 

“My procedure would necessarily 
be a mere guess on my part as to 
which of their own rulings the Su- 
preme Court, afterwards ~~ would 
follow.” ' 

“T am even more at a loss to 
understand the Supreme Court's 
opinion, either with reference to 
the facts or the law involved, in its 
latest decision in the case of\State 
vs. Eugene Hayes, decided June 
5. And for that reason I deemed 
it best to withdraw from thes- 
cases. This defendant, Eugere 
Hayes, had been tried twice for this 
same offense and twice sentenced 
to hang, and in this last decisicn 
the court reversed the case because 
one of the instructions which did 
not pretend to cover the entire case 
inadvertently omitted the word ‘de- 
liberately.’ 

“The word uniformly. has been 
held to distinguish murder in the 
first degree from murder in the 
second degree.” 

Worl Twice Used Previously. 

“The Court, in its opinion, did 
not mention the fact that the trial 
court had, 


‘deliberately,’ and that in mstruc- 
tion No. 3, the jury were expressly 
told that there could be no murdcr 
in the first degree without ‘delib- 
eration.’ The court previously hat 
approved in the first trial of this 
game defendant the same instruc- 
tion as No. 7 condemned in this 
last trial, except that in the former 
trial the word ‘deliberately’ was in- 
cluded.” . 

“As you know,” he wrote to 
Barrett, “the omission of this one 
word “deliberately” in the instruc- 
tion was first discovered by you in 
preparing the State's brief and that 
the point was not raised by appel- 
lant’s counsel in their original brief. 
If able counsel for the appellant, 
working arduousiy for more than a 
year in trying to find some reversi- 
bie error, 44d not discover this 
technical defect I am unable to 
conceive how the omission of the 
word could by any possibility have 
misleaad the jury which rendered 
the verdict. 

“In explaining why the omission 
of this word constituted fatal er- 
ror the court says: ‘It is fairly clear 
that the murder was not contem- 
plated .in the scheme.’ The court 
had previously in the some opinion 
in ite statement of the evidence in 
the case, mentioned the fact that 
the defendant made a trip to St. 
Louis and found Seward, furnished 
him a@evolver and afterwards paid 
the sum of, $20 for his services in 
shooting Deck. 


Under False Impression. 

“Again I fing that I have been 
laboring under a gross misappre- 
hension as to the facts in these 
fases, for I had always been under 
the impression that when a person 
hires another for the express pur- 
pose of assaulting his enemy and 
furnishes him a .38 caliber revolver 
and a billy for the purpose that the 
only possible reasonable construc- 
tion to be placed upon the intent 
is that of murder even though the 


conduct afterwards uses the ex- 
pression ‘beat up’ instead of the 
more gruesome term of murder. 


“My false impression was 
strengthened in this particular case 
by the additional evidence that the 
defendant traveled about 40 miles 
in locating a person available for 
the task and that the first person 
approached refused to accept the 
employment and that Seward was 
sent by defendant to Deck’s home 
when the latter was in bed and 
probably asleep.” 


Kleinschmidt stated to Barrett 
that all the exhitits in the cases 
still were in his possession and 
would be turned over to the attor- 
ney appointed by Barrett to carry 
on the prosecutions. After Kiein- 
schmidt withdrew, the William 
Hayes case was reset for June 26 
on the docket of the Iron County 
Circuit Court. Kleinschmidt sug- 
gested appointment of B. J. Mar- 
bury of Farmington, who assisted 
in the trial of two of the de- 
fendants in the cases. 

Barrett said he had not decided 
who he would appoint pending a 
conference with attorneys.

Averages 114 Miles an Hour— 


Wunderlich Seriously Injured 
in Crash.

ALTOONA, Pa., June 14.—The 


semiannual 250-mile automobile 
race on the Altoona speedway this 
afternoon, for a purse of $25,000 
and points in the 1924 national 


championship, was captured by the 
veteran driver, Tommy Murphy. 
who pushed his car to an aver- 
age of more than 114 miles an 
hour, a new track record. Mur- 
phy flashed home in 2:11:2, lead- 
ing Fred Comer across the line by 
more than six miles. Antonine 
Mourre of France, a newcomer in 
racing circles of the United States, 
was a close third. 

Jerry Wunderlich, one of Amer- 
ica’s speed monarchs, came to grief 
on the back track, which was made 
dangerous by intermittent rainfall 
during the afternoon. Driving at 
break-neck speed in an effort to 
catch the fast-flying leaders, Wun- 
derlich was traveling at a terrific 
pace when his roaring car skidded 
not far from the spot where How- 
ard Wilcox met his death last year. 
The machine flashed down the wet 
boards and crashed to the infield, 
with Wunderlich under the wreck- 
age. 

He was carried from the field 
unconscious and the thousands of 
spectators were stunned when the 
official announcer told them that 
the valiant driver had died in the 
field hospital of a broken neck. 
This report was unfounded, for 
Wunderlich was alive and in an 
Altoona hospital, suffering from a 
brain concussion and a broken 
ankle.

Olympic Jumping 
Rule Says Feet 
Must Co First 


Diving Over, Head Foremost, 
Prohibited in High Jump 
Event. 


By Walter Camp. 
(Copyright. 1924. 
NEW YORK, June 14. — There 
‘has been so much discussion, born 
of Olympic games enthusiasm over 
ithe fairness or unfairness of a high 
jump, that the readers of this col- 
umn may be interested in knowing 
the exact wording of the rule, so 


that they may judge for them- 
selves as to the fairness of the 
various performances. 


“A fair jump,” says the rule, 
“is one where the competitor has 
cleared the bar and when in so 
doing his head does not go over 
the bar before his fect, and is 
not below his buttocks, as and 
when the buttocks clear the bar. 
Neither diving nor somcrsaulting 
over the bar shall be permitted.” 


The reader may also see refer- 
ences to the “roll.” ‘This style of 
jumping was invented by Beeson 
and Horine out on the Pacific 
Coast.

T is a distinguished line which Edouard 
J serie: joins as Premier of France. The 


list of Prime Ministers includes some of 
the most famous names in the history of 
France and the world. 

Into this position before Herriot, have come 
and worked and gone out of it Sulky, who 
gave form to the Government under Henry 
IV; Colbert, who founded the financial sys- 
tem, and Mazarin, the master of foreign ap- 
fairs: Later came Richelieu, poet, priest, | 
soldier ‘and consummate diplomat. 

Under the great Napoleon was Tallyrand, 
who pitted his wits successfully against a 
hostile Europe for mahy years and who sold 
Louisiana to the United States. More mod- 
ern names are Favre, Tiers, Simon, Gambetta, 
the patriot, Delcasse, who riled the Kaiser at 
Agadir; Briand, Poincare and Clemenceau, 
who kept the will to win alive in France 
through the dark years of the World War. 

Herriot is a big man, with great square 
shoulders, a large head, a turned-up nose, a 
thick dark moustache and crisp, black short- 
cut hair which comes well down on his fore- 
head. A Parisian magazine that recently 
asked its readers to indicate by vote the 20/ 


ties found Herriot’s name at the head of its 
list. 

But politeness in this case is not to be 
confounded with elegance, On the contrary, 
Herriot wears loose-hanging clothes and 
thick-souled shoes, and is the antithesis of 
the dandy. Nevertheless, his simplicity of 
manner and his natural frankness and cor- 
diality are happily united with a high lites 
ary, artistic and intellectual culture. The 
American visitor who might be a little aston- 
ished to find that the apartment of M. and 
Mme. Herriot at Lyons was situated over a 
cafe would perhaps be scarcely less surprised, 
on entering the apartment, by the rich coe 
lections of old books and of tastefully chosen 
paintings which ornament it. 


Not the Least False Modesty 


Edouard Herriot’s father was a Major tn 
the French Army, but the family is by no 
means aristocratic. Some one in the Chanr- 


Norris,/ber one day reproached Herriot, the leade, 


of the Left, with having once accepted favors 
from Maurice Barres, a famous leader of the 
Nationals. Without the slightest false mod- 
esty, Herriot at once explained: 

My aunt was cook in Barres’ house. I 
was then studying on a scholarship in the 
Louis-le-Grand High School. I used to go 
to see my aunt on Sundays, and when she 
had finished serving, we would eat together 
in the kitchen. I think it was Maurice Barres 
who gave me my first overcoat.” 

Herriot was born in Troyes in 1872, his 
father being in garrison there. After going 
to school in various garrison towns and fin- 
ishing high school in Paris, he entered the 
higher normal school of the University of 
Paris at the age of 19 and was graduated 
at the head of his class three years later. 
While doing his military service he read the 
Greek and Latin classics and wrote a book 
called “‘Philo and the Jew,’ which was 
crowned by the French Academy. 


From Teaching to Politics. 


Herriot began his teaching career as pro- 
fessor of rhetoric at Nantes High School, but 
was soon promoted to Lyons, where he has 
lived ever since. From 1896 to 1905 he 
taught young Frenchmen how to think and 
speak and write. He wrote a manual of 
French literature in which he endeavored to 
base literary criticism scientifically on the 
analysis of texts, and he took his doctor's de- 
gree in 1904 with a book on “Madame de 
Recamier and Her Friends.” 

Herriot’s political career began in this 
same year with his election as Alderman. He 
was at once appointed assistant to the Mayoe 
and in 1905 was elected Mayor of Lyons, a 
position he has filled continuously to this 
day. For this great manufacturing city on 
the Rhone, this “French Manchester,” as he

developed by long years of residence and 
service, a sincere affection and in this gen- 
eration it will never be possible entirely to 
separate the name of Edouard Herriot from 
that of Lyons. Under his administration 
there have been built 16 new schools, four 
new bridges, a new city hall, a $5,000,000 
hospital, a model slaughter-house and a sta- 
dium for sports, while numerous improve- 
ments of the street and water and drainage 
systems have been carried out and municipal 
encouragement has been given to science and 
art.

Why Herriot Loves Lyon | 


During the war Herriot organized soup 
kitchens, restaurants for nursing ‘‘mothers 
homes,”’ and schools for the re-education or 
mutilated soldiers. He has founded an agri- 
cultural college and a municipal “mothers’ 
home,” which strictly keeps its professional 
secrets and in due time finds a place for the 
mother and a home for the baby. 

One of the creations of which Herriot is 
most proud, however, is the now famous 
Lyons Sample Fair, organized during the war 
and continued very successfully from year to 
year for the purpose of developing French 
trade, especially in foreign markets. In the 
ligh* of these achievements, it is easy to un- 
derstand why he should write such lines as 
these: 

“There are.courtesan cities which offer 
themselves to all who pass; they have a facile 
and seductive charm. Lyons is more austere. 
You have to know it to love it. As for me, 
seeing its daily life, conscious of every move- 
ment of its heart and participating in all its 
acts, I have a profound tenderness for it 
which I shall never lose.” 

Herriot’s public career, while always based 
firmly on his work in Lyons, soon spread into 
wider fields. In 1910 he was elected general 
counselor and in 1912 senator of the Rhone, 
a position which obliged him to pass much of 
his time in Paris. Since 1912 he has di- 
vided his days between the two cities, but his 
home has remained in Lyons. While in Paris 
he has been content to lodge in a modest 
hotel which bears the name of his city. 

In 1916 Herriot was named minister of

transportation and of civilian revictualment 
in the Briand Government, In 1919, finding 
the Senate too dull, perhaps, for his active 
temperament, he ran for deputy and was 
elected by his district. He has served in the 
Chamber on the Finance Committee and was 
the author of the budget for public educa- 
tion. As president of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Radical-Socialist party, which is 
neither radical nor socialist in the American 
sense, but merely liberal, he led the cartel 
des gauches to victory in the recent election, 
and because of this was in direct line for the 
premiership. ’ | 


Views on Present Issues 


Some men, whether in France or the United 
States, would have found subtle means te 
profit materially by so long a career of local 
and nationa] politics, but Herriot does not 
seem to have done so. He lives on a modest 
scale and seems to have only a very modest 
income, which he has always eked out by 
incessant journalistic activity, writing articles 
for newspapers and magazines, and not in- 
frequently giving lectures, for he is a good 
orator and a charming and even brilliant 
speaker, In 1917 he collected some articles 
into a book called “Agir”—action—the theme 
of which was that France was too powerful 
both in mind and in will ever to be over- 
whelmed by barbarism. In 1919 another ser 
of articles was collected under the title 
“Creer’—creation—an appeal to peace pa- 
triotism, to the patriotism of production and 
invention and creative economic energy. The 
fruits of his trip into soviet Russia a couple 
of years ago were collected into a book of 
travel, as were also his “Impressions of 
America,” following his trip to the United 
States last year. 

There is no mystery about Herriot’s po- 
litical ideas. He has explained them, often 
enough. His aims for France are peace, pros- 
perity and commercial expansion. He believes 
it will not be difficult, on a basis of the ex- 
perts’ report, to settle the reparations ques- 
tion without sacrificing any of France's vital

The ground work for this in- 
teresting political development 
was laid by the present session 
of Congress. At that session, for 
the first time in our history, 
there appeared what is unknown 
to us but quite common in Eu- 
rope—government by coalition. 
Neither the Republican nor 
Democratic parties any longer 
controlled Congress. A third 
party controlled it. . A third party 
with 24 votes in the House and 
seven in the Senate was able to 
wreck and revise very largely to 
suit its own fancy the Mellon tax 
plan, which had come to be the 
major enterprise of the Repub- 
lican administration in Congress. 


A Solemn Party Conclave 


It was this upset that was laid 
before the Cleveland convention. 
A national convention of one of 
the big parties is something more 
than a. picture. It is a. solemn 
conclave of the party for the con- 
sideration of its well-being and in- 


vention the party was to consider 
what could be done about the de- 
velopment of legislative control in 
a third quarter and how, if at all, 
the party could adjust itself to the 
new condition. 

Had the Republicans gone to 

Cleveland entirely free to meet the 
new situation in Congress they 
could have played much better pol- 
itics than they did. They were 
not free. They had Mr. Coolidge 
upon their hands. Mr. Coolidge 
may be an asset to the party in 
some respects, but he was a 
strategic obstacle to the conven- 
tion. Had the convention been 
able to offer the presidential nom- 
ination to some Western liberal it 
would have neither suffered the 
rebuffs which followed offering 
some of these men the second 
place on the ticket nor have at 
last abandoned the Northwest, as 
it was compelled by circumstances 
against its will to do, to the forces 
of La Follette. 
No greater mistake could be 
made than to suppose that the Re- 
publican party wanted to take the 
stand it now occupies on the right. 
It struggled valiently to avoid this, 
and its position was only taken at 
last because every effort made to 
prevent it failed. Mr. Coolidge 
was opposed to it. He had him- 
self offered the Secretaryship of 
the Navy to Judge Kenyon of 
Iowa, a leader among the insur- 
gents. Every move made at the 
convention by Butler, who was 
acting for the administration. 
aimed at placating the Northwest. 
It was the administration’s in- 
tense desire to do this that led 
the managers of the convention 
into the error of believing the 
party could draft Borah. The 
refusal of Lowden to take a place 
on the ticket after the convention 
had nominated him was humiliat- 
ing enough, but the experience 
with Borah was worse. Borah 
denied the party's right to com- 
mand him. He displayed heat. 
He laughed at the party’s need of 
him, who had never been able to 
make it feel through almost 20 
years of service that it needed 
even his advice.

THE SOLDIERS’ MEMORIAL BUILDING. 
Disgruntied advocates of the downtown site for 
the courthouse are claiming that the location of the 
courthouse on Memorial Plaza, or immediately east 
of actual boundaries of the plaza, might jeopardize 
the Soldiers’ Memoria! Building. 

The Memorial Plaza vote was for $6,000,000; to 
cover the cost of creating the Memorial Plaza, $1,- 
000,000 of which was for the memorial building itself. 
Whether the new courthouse is located downtown 
or at the plaza will make no difference to the Sol- 
diers’ Memorial Building, either as to cost or 
location. There will be no breaking faith with the 
soldiers. But it would be a breach of faith to the 
voters to put the new courthouse anywhere but on 
or adjacent to the Memorial Plaza, of which ft was 
to be a principal feature. 

Such sentiment as has been invoked in the dis- 
cussion had to do with esthetic and architectural 
planning of this new group of buildings. But the 
main argument for the plaza site of the courthouse 
is one of use. The Soldiers’ Memorial Building has 
nothing to do with it. 


WHERE PREVENTION IS NEEDED. 
Nothing less than appalling is the record of bank 
failures in Missouri for the five months just past, 
during which 24 State banks have closed, only four 
less than the total in 12 months last year. 

The tmmediate cause, in nearly every case, has 

been unsanctioned practices by the bankers, but the 
real cause is the laxity of law which makes possible 
and encourages unsanctioned practices. 
There are too many banks, to start with, because 
the law permits no discretion to the State Finance 
Commissioner to refuse charters. And after the char- 
ters have been granted the law does not provide for 
adequate examination. Under the pressure of undue 
competition bank officials take too great chances and 
under the inadequate inspection the taking of such 
chances is not discovered and checked in time to 
prevent disaster. 

The State Finance Department, as administered 
ander defective conditions, performs for the most 
part a merely liquidative function instead of a pre 
ventive one. Inadequate inspection does not dis 
close dangerous practices until a felling condition 
has been brought about. Banks found fn that con- 
dition are closed and it is the rarest thing for one 
.of them to be reopened. Depositors and stockhold- 
|ers are direct losers and business communities served 
by the banks that fail are indirect sufferers. 

The only kind of bank inspection that amounts to 
anything is that which discovers ami corrects tm- 

dishonest practices tn time to avert fail 


| ure : individuals and communities from loss.

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MAGNA CHARTA SUNDAY. 

Today is Magna Charta Sunday, the anniversary of 
a great historic occasion which is properly accounted 
among the pinnacles of human history. Seven cen- 
turies have come and gone—to be exact, 709 years— 
since that fifteenth day of June, 1215, when the Bng- 
lish barons, In a bristling conference at Runny- 
mede, protesting the tyrannies and exactions of an 
intolerable Government, submitted their ultimatum 
to King John. As is well known, the barons did 
not rely upon the justice of their petition to per- 
suade a reluctant ruler. They were prepared to 
fight. In the language of a later, finer, broader 
memorial, which found its inspiration in their re- 
solve, they were ready to “pledge their lives, their 
fortunes and their sacred honor” to this cause. They 
won, and their’victory laid the foundation upon 
which the genius of the American fathers reared the 
structure of modern liberty. 

The English barons builded a whole lot better 
than they knew. The charter which they compelled 
King John to sign was what we would today call 
class legislation. The barons were concerned with 
their own properties, privileges and rights. There 
was no altruism in their project. The very word 
democracy, in its present implications, was yet to 
be born. Still, those feudal proprietors did have the 
vision, however tainted by selfish interest, to insist 
that even the villein shall pot be arbitrarily deprived 
of his chattels. 

Their inestimable service to humanity was the 
principle unconsciously enunciated, of defining and 
limiting the powers of the crown, not by the might 
of arms, but by the majesty of law: In short, con- 
stitutional government. 

The Philadelphia convention perfected the work 
done at the Runnymede conference. It not only 
buried the divine right of Kings, but along with it 
the kindred doctrine of class priority, or caste. It 
established universal equality before the law. It 
proclaimed the rights of man in the postulate that 
government derives its just powers from the consent 
of the governed. 

The biessings of chartered freedom have become 
traditional in the United States. Any other order 
of things is not conceivable. Yet those blessings, 
accepted as commonplace, are the heritage of -in- 
finite tragedy and martyrdom. That is a truth 
which few of us appreciate. And this attitude doubt- 
less explains the popular apathy towards the present 
swing in the opposite direction—the swing back to 
governmental! absolutism, to the erosion ef the rights 
of the individual and the depositing of powers in 
that impersonal creature, Government. 

There are organizations interested in an adequate 
observance of Magna Charta Sunday. The endeavor 
is worthy. It can be made a valuable educational 
movement if it drives home to the public mind the 
fact that the people should scrutinize every proposal 
to vest additional powers in the Government. The 
more powerful the Government the less free the peo- 
ple. That is an axiom we are in the way of for- 
getting. 


A KICK ON KICK. 

Another thing that might well command the se 
rious attention of the American people in these salu- 
brious June days is the remark that Wayne Wheeler 
made on the law-observance plank of the Republican 
platform. “Ninety per cent kick” was his alcoholic 
figure of h. There may have been facetious in- 
tent in the metaphor, but that is a wretched and alto- 
gether odious excuse. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the American Inn- 
guage will some day be purged of bibulous rhetoric. 
The word kick, with its sinful connotations, has no 
proper place in our speech: Certainly it should not 
defile the tongue of professionally good men like 
Brother Wheeler, to whom we all are supposed to 
look as mentor, guide and perfect exemplar. 

Just how the kickless vocabulary is to be achieved 
is a problem, perhaps, for the best minds; but, in 
any event, it soothes our importunate conscience to 
register this kick against kick.

JEFFERSON DAVIS’ MEMORIAL. 


Jefferson Davis has his monument at last. The, 


tallest shaft of concrete in the world, dedicated at 
his village birthplace in the neutral State of Ken- 
tucky, testifies to the fact that the first and last 
President of the Confederate States of America is 
remembered with honor by his own people. The 
towering obelisk promises to stand for centuries as 
a material reminder of “the Lost Cause.” As such, 
it will have its value for posterity. 

Perhaps the most pathetic figure in all the world 
was Jefferson Davis for a decade or more following 
the collapse of the Confederacy. The cause for which 
he had stood as official executive head for four years 
had failed. It became his fate to bear, along with 
some of the honors, the unjust burden of most of 
the sins of the great rebellion. From the North he 
was denounced, without valid reason, as being chief- 
ly if not wholly responsible for the terrible suffer- 
ings of Federal soldiers confined in the stockade at 
Andersonville, to mention but one item. At the 
South he was held by many people, likewise without 
valid reason, to have been a failure in the Con- 
federate presidency; and thousands of thoughtless 
Southerners insisted upon blaming Davis for the mis- 
fortunes of war which were due to circumstances 
quite beyond control of any man or group of men. 

Before he died, nearly 35 years ago, Jefferson 
Davis had the joy of knowing that time had soft- 
ened these asperities, that both North and South had 
come to look upon him with more kindliness, that 
the onus of defeat—failure, if you will—had been 
divided between many shoulders. 

Jefferson Davis was a scholar rather than a 
statesman. To him Greek and Latin were almost 
as easy reading as English. During 10 years of life 
as a virtual recluse on his Mississippi plantation, fol- 
lowing the death of his young bride, he delved deep 
ly into the Hterature and the lore of the ages. The 
clash and crash of war and politics probably called 
for an executive of a temperament less ascetic than 
was his. 

Yet, on the whole, Jefferson Davis, as the South 
dedicates his monument, emerges as a statesman of

I also 
called his attention to the fact that 
the “power” of the engine depend- 
ed a good deal upon the relation of 
actual] horsepower to weight of the 
machine, and that it was also pos- 
sible to fake power by gearing very 
low at the rear axle. 

Because it did not meet Smith’s 
requirements we found it necessary 
to pass up another make of car. 
The car had a good reputation, 
but as I told Smith you can’t al- 
ways depend upon that.

Crawling at a snail's pace, 
going over the top of O'Fallon 
Park’s steepest hill at 35 to 40 
miles an hour, walking up stiff 
grades . in high, accelerating 
smoothly under stress, and picking 
up from nothing to 40 miles an 
hour in a block—the car did it all 
in effortless style. Did- it. too, 
without nolse or vibration; showed 
the “stuff” for 50 and 60 miles an 
hour running, when one must get 
there. 

It was easy to understand why 
scores of costly European cars are 
powered with four-cylinder motors 
—the Crossley, Austin, Vauxhall 
and Sunbeam in England; the Re- 
nault, Peugeot and other famous 
makes in France: the Metallur- 
gique in Belgium, the most popular 
of the Fiats in Italy, and dozens 
of others in all those countries. 

The trip was absolutely skidless. 
The car whirled around corners, 
zig-zagged, took sharp curves at 
speed, was brought to a quick stop 
on paving fairly glassy with water 
—and not a sign of a tendency to 
skid.

Q@. (1) I have used excessive fila- 
ment voltage on my single tube re- 
cciver, and now the set won't work. 
Please tell me my trouble. (2) 
How can one make @ set tune up to 
500 meters without changing the 
wire on the primary of the primary 
of the tuner? P. M. 

A. (1) This frequently happens 
with the newer mode tubes. They 
can usually be restored to normal- 
cy by burning the filament about 
20 minutes with the “B” battery 
disconnected. (2) Probably the 
simplest way is to connect a 23 or 
43-plate variable condenser across 
the aerial and ground binding posts 
of your set. If no condenser is 
available. try lengthening your 
aerial about 20 feet. You gave no 
dimensions regarding your antenna, 
and we therefore amet give wny 
definite figures. 

Q. I have a one-tube tet anita 
receiving set which is capable of 
picking up stations from 800 to 
1000 miles distant. I intended tu 
build a four-tube set, and, referring 
to some of your diagrams I read 
that a “Cour-tube set has only a 
range of some 1500 miles. If this 
is correct, I would not profit by 
the extra work and expense in- 
volved in adding the three tubes. If 
you have a diagram of a set hav- 
ing a radius of two to three thou- 
sand miles, will you xindly-send it 
to me. No loud speaker is desired. 
a. c QO. 

A. You are getting very good re- 
sults with your one-tube set and 
it is fairly certain that the range 
you could obtain with the addi- 
tion of three tubes would rot equal 
three times that of your present 
receiver. One-tube sets, efficiently 
constructed, have repeatedly 
picked up trans-Atlantic code sta- 
tions when atmospheric conditions 
were favorable. If you add three 
tubes, we would suggest using two 
stages of radio frequency, cystal 
detector and two stages of audio 
frequency. Some radio fans ob- 
tain excellent results with this sys- 
tem and, with an outdoor a>rial, 
obtain a coast to coast range. If 
your chief interest is in broaicas: 
reception and you do not care for 
loud speaker volume, there would 
be little gained from altering your 
present receiver. 

Q. What ratio audio frequency 
transformers shall I use in connec- 
tion with my two-stage radio fre- 
quency receiver. I want !oud.vol- 
ume on my speaker. I have every- 
thing but my two audio transforim- 
ers and I don’t know what ratio to 
get to give me the greatest volume. 

H. B. 

A. It is customary to use a high 
ratio-in the first stage (8 or 10 to 
1) and a low ratio in the second 
stage (3% or4tol). If you want 
great volume why not use a push- 
pull amplifier in connection with 
one stage of audio frequency? This 
would incur a slight additional ex- 
rense over the two steps of audio, 
but it will give much louder sig- 
nals. 

Q. We have had quite a discus- 
sion over the following question: 
Using a UV-199 tube, will two dry 
cells serve the same purpose as 
three dry cells? How many volts 
should be used on the above tube? 

P. PB. 

A. If you have reference to the 
filament, two dry cells will not de- 
liver sufficient voltage to operate 
the tube successfully. Three 1%- 
volt dry cells should be employed 
in connection with a 30-ohm rheo- 
stat. The UV-199 is rated as a 3- 
volt tube. 

Q. What is the amperage con- 
sumption of a UV-199 tube? R.A. 

A. The UV-199 tube consumes 
.06 ampere. 

Q. (1) What are the materials 
of the electrodes and of what does 
the electrolyte consist in the home- 
made battery charger which uses 
incandescent lamps in a resistance 
bank? (2) How many circuits has 
the hook-up inclosed with my let- 
ter? (8) Does using an amplifier 
with a receiver, and then removing 
it have any effect on the efficiency 
of the set? W. E. 

A. (1) The electrodes consist of 
one piece of lead and one of alumi- 
num. The electrolyte isa solution of 
borax and water. Borax is added 
to the water until it ceases to go 
into solution, in other words, dis- 
solve. (2) The diagram inclosed 
with your letter is a single-circuit 
hook-up. (3) No. There should be 
no difference in the operation of 
the receiver after the amplifier is 
disconnected. 

Q. Will a small single- pole dou- 
ble throw porcelain base switch 
provide as good protection against 
lightning as a larger one? A. L. 

A. No. Furthermore, the in- 
surance companies spécify that an 
approved lightning arrester be in- 
stalled, even though a lightning 
switch is employed. 


Mountings./ 

When mounting binding posts off 
the rear of the cabinet, it is a good 
plan to use a small strip of bake- 
lite instead of placing the posts in 
the wooden cabinet. The aerial and 
ground connections should also be 
mounted on a strip of bakelite or 
formica, and kept at least three 
inches apart. Never mount these 
connections in the wood of the.cab- 
inet.

SIMPLE CHANGES 
INGREASE. RANGE 


Regenerative Set May Easily Be 
Converted to Reflex by Fol- 
lowing Directions, 


Here is a method of converting 
an ordinary single variometer re- 
generative circuit into a reflex set, 
which, with a crystal detector, will 
give one step of radio and one str .- 
of audio frequency amplification. 

Additional parts required are: 
One .002 mfd. fixed condenser, 2 
low radio audio frequency trans- 
former (3%-1) and a crystal de- 
tector, preferably of the variety 
especially designed for reflex work.

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Either an aperiodic primary 
made up of four turns of No. 22 
wire wound over a. 40-45 turn s€c- 
ondary on a 4-inch tube, or a variv- 
coupler may be used as the tuning 
transformer. If the _ first-men- 
tioned method is employed, better 
results may be had by using as 
many as 12 turns for the primary-- 
depending upon the length of the 
aerial. This can best be determined 
by experimentation. 

The rotor or movable plates of 
the variable condenser connected 
across the secondary of this tunicg 
device, should be connected to the 
ground of the set. 

If no variometer is available and 
it is desired to assemble this set 
with parts found on the average 
enthusiast’s work bench, a _ coil 
wound with 40 turns of No. 24 d. c. 
wire on a 4-inch tube and shunted 
with a .0005 mfd. variable con- 
denser may be substituted for the 
variometer. 


After the above described changes 
are completed, it may become nec- 
essary to do some experimenting 
before the set will operate at its 
best. It is therefore suggested that 
a .001 mfd. fixed condenser be con- 
nected across the primary. of the 
audio frequency transformer, while 
if the set “howls,” try reversing the 
leads (both the primary and sec- 
ondary) of the audio transformer. 
Results may often be bettered by 
trying fixed condensers of different 
capacity in place of the .002 speci- 
fied at C2. Try either a .003 or 
.005 mfd. 


Contraband Radio Conquering 
China. 


Thore are several hundred radio 
recéiving sets in use in Shanghai 
though radio sets are upon the 
contraband list and their importa- 
tion is absolutely prohibited by the 
Customs, Consul-General E. 8S. Cun- 
ningham reports. Some of the sets 
there have probably been assembled 
locally from materials imported un- 
der various classifications. The 
fact that many firms are able to 
offer these radio receiving sets for 
sale is evidence that some firms 
are able to manufacture or assem- 
ble them locally.

Never “ground” a set on the 
house wiring. 

Life of a vacuum tube is from 
1000 to 3000 burning hours. 

Lead or zinc is much better for 
battery connections than copper. 

Adding more “A” batteries to a 
dry cell tube will not give any 
louder signals and may cause the 
tube to burn out. 

Tse a drill for making holes in 
hard rubber, bakelite, or other 
compositions. Never try to make 
a hole by forcing a nail through 


it. 


REPORT ON CHILD 
DELINQUENCY HERE 


Kiwanis Club Committee Finds 
Immoral Conditions at 
House of Detention. 


“We found that the police were 
arresting children for trivial of- 
fenses and placing them in the 
House of Detention, when in most 
cases there was no néed of arrest 
at all. We suggested that the po- 
lice take the children to their 
homes except where it was abso- 


lutely necessary to arrest them. We 
have been assured of this co-oper- 
ation from the police.” 

So reads the report of the 


Kiwanis Club Committee, headed 
by Terry W. Allen, that investi- 
gated juvenile delinquency, its 
causes and cure, in St. Louis. Re- 
sults of this survey are further 
listed as follows: 

“The House of Detention was 
overcrowded, and immoral condi- 
tions were found to exist there, so 
we suggested that the girls be 
taken out of the House of Deten- 
tion and placed somewhere else, 
and that the older boys be separat- 
ed from the younger ones. We are 
assured by the Mayor and the 
Comptroller that this will be done, 
that a building will be acquired 
for the girls and that the older 
boys will be separated from the 
younger ones. 

“The Board of Education no 
longer arrests children for truancy 
for appearances in court, but are 
operating under the fundamental 
law which gives them control of 
children for educational purposes, 
and truant and incorrigible chil- 
dren need a system of moral edu- 
cation. 

“The Juvenile Court proceeding 
where the child was -made_ the 
principal, as the very name sug- 
gests, has been changed into a Par- 
ental Court hearing, and all com- 
plaints against the child have been 
dispensed with, and a strictly 
chancery proceedings instituted, 
parents and guardians who have 
to do with children are the princi- 
pals under the law. Because of this 
change in the hearings in the 
court, no child is committed, as be- 
fore, and any and all bovs who 
need the advantages of Bellefon- 
taine Farm, regardless of any 
specified time, can have them. 

“The city is equipping a separ- 
ate House of Detention for. the 
girls. The elimination of the tru- 
ant and school incorrigibles with 
the holding of parents responsible | 
for their boys has lessened the 
number of inmates held in the 
House of Detention, and we be- 
lieve, eliminated the need of 
larger quarters for these, because 
of the decrease of delinquent chil- 
dren.” 

The report insists that “parental 
ard not juvenile responsibility is 
the only cure for the growing 
crime”’ and says St. Louis, at the in- 
stance of the Kiwanis Club, is the 
first city in the United States to 
adopt a system of equity proceed- 
ings whereby the parents of juve- 
nile offenders are held responsible 
for their conduct or misconduct 
rather than the child, the result be- 
ing that juvenile delinquency will 
be checked in the home, rather 
than in court. 


TUBFREULOSIS SACIETY FETE 
THIS YEAR SET FOR JULY 17 


Program to Include Marathon for 
Boys and Shuttle Relay 
Race for Girls. 


Headquarters for the tenth an- 
nual benefit ball game and outdoor 
fete of the Tuberculosis Society of 
St. Louis will be opened tomor- 
row at 609 Locust street, where 
the thousands of presents to be 
given away to coupon holders will 
be on display until the day set for 
the game, July 17. 

The ball game this year will be 
between the Cardinals and the 
Boston Braves, at Sportsman’s 
Park. Another feature of the pro- 
gram will be a junior marathon 
race for boys over a one and 
three-quarter mile course, ending 
inside the park. The race has 
been indorsed by the St. Louis, 
Medical Society and the Board of 
Education. Last 'year more than 
500 boys entered. 

A girl’s shuttle relay race, in 
which about 100 girls will partici- 
pate, is also on the program. 

More than 30,000 souvenir pro- 
grams will be for sale on the 
grounds by society girls, chape- 
roned by women members of the 
Board of Directors of the Tuber- 
culosis Society. Each program 
bears a coupon entitling the pur- 
chaser to a present. Last year 
$7,000 articles, all donated by 
manufacturers and merchants, 
were distributed to holders of cou- 
pons. 

Proceeds of the game will be 
used in the fight against tubercu- 
losis in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. Tickets will be on sale 
beginning tomorrow at 609 and 613 
Locust street.

Committee will meet tomorrow 
noon at headquarters to make 
final plans. J. Ferd Oberwinder 
has been reappointed chairman.

Difficulties All Overcome 


Before 5 o'clock on the 24th of April, 
France had not heard of D’Oisy. It came to 
his ears in the undistinguished post he 
held that a fat order for aeroplanes was pos- 
sible in Tokio. A party in favor of French 
machines were pushing the matter in the 
Japanese Parliament; but others there were 
using the British world trip as propaganda 
for placing the order in the country tnat nad 
enough faith in its own material to put it to 
such a test. The British flyer had started on 
March 24 from London. There were the 
American flyers, too, to be reckoned with. 
They were using American-made machines 
and there were many who thought these ma- 
chines would be the best of all. “Let's wait 
and see what they do; maybe we shall pfe- 
fer their machines,” said the pro-American 
party. Their flight began at Santa Monica, 
Calif.. March 17. There was nothing com- 
mercial about it, however. It was purely a 
sporting proposition and there was no 
thought or care about selling American-made 


machines. 
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The plane which Lieut. D’Oisy borrowed from a French manufacturer and in which 
he made most of the journey. . When it was wrecked in landing near Shanghai he borrowed 
another from the Chinese government and completed the trip. 


D’Olsy began the most difficult part of his 
feat. He had to persuade Breguet, the 
French manufacturer, to lend him a machine, 
and the Government Department of Aviation 
to grant him enough money for expenses for 
a rush to overtake the British aviator. The 
Americans were coming the other way. 
Naturally, the French authorities laughed at 
him. These world trips are expensive and 
demand as much organization of supply de- 
pots and spare engines as a minor war Oop- 
eration. i 

Even if one so late could be arranged, the 
new economies would not allow it. If this 
obstacie could be overcome, and a first-class 
expedition planned out, why should 
young D’Oisy go? There are thousands 
of D’Oisys in France with equal claims 
to such a trust. Hundreds of them have 
more and they have friends in a place to help 
them to get it, which our D’Oisy certainly had 
not. But Breguet was disappointed about

So D’Oisy talked for days on end, and 
shadowed. the powers until they listened to 
his plan.

The May building record for the 
36 Eastern States showed a decline, 
according to F. W. Dodge Corpora. 
tion. Total May building contracts 
in these 36 States (which include 
about seven-eighths of the total 
construction activity of the coun-

The decrease from the previous 
month was 3 per cent; from 
May, 1923, 13 per cent.

Construction 
is holding up at a relatively higher 
rate in the Southwestern States 
than in any other section included 
in this report. 

Total construction started from 
Jan. 1 to June 1 has amounted to 
$1,934,240,800, an unprecedented 
figure, being an increase of 11 per 
cent over the corresponding period 
of last year, which established a 
high record. The increase in New 
York City on the five- months’ rec- 
ord has been 101 per cent; outside 
of New York City there has been 
a decline from last year of nearly 
3 per cent.

Mrs. Jorgenson startled the nurses and attendants 
by telling them that throughout the period when she 
lay seemingly in a deep sleep she could hear all 
that was going on around her. She had many rela- 
tives who went in groups to visit her at the hospital. 
While they sat by her bed they discussed happenings 
and family affairs. Also at times they talked of the 
world war and current events. After awakening 
Mrs. Jorgenson repeated the substance of many of 
these conversations. She seemed well informed as 
to what went on during her long sleep. She cor- 
rectly named relatives who had been killed in war 
service and others who had returned and gave the 


dates of these returns as she had heard them given 
by relatives at her bedside. 


A still more remarkable instance of the strange 
vagaries of the disease was cited in a press dispatch 
from Yonkers, N. Y., which told of the case of 
Michael Piemonte, who fell into a deep sleep and 
remained in that state for several days. Two doc- 
tors diagnosed his ailment as sleeping sickness. He 
Was put in a city ambulance and sent to the City 
Hospital. On arrival at the hospital it was found 
that Piemonte was wide awake. In fact, he remained 
so wide awake that hospital physicians diagnosed his 
malady as insomnia. Whether the ambulance ride 
through the streets of Yonkers caused the sudden 
transition from sleeping sickness to insomnia has 
never been scientifically ascertained. 


The case of Mrs. Frederick Tracy of Oxford, N 
Y., also attracted wide attention. Mrs. Tracy, up 
to that time apparently in the best of health, sud- 
denly went to sleep doing her housework. She 
remained in this condition for 80 days. After every 
other means of arousing her had been tried it was 
suggested that a phonograph be played near her 
bed. This worked like magic. With the first strains 
of the music there were indications of returning 
consciousness and before the record was played 
through Mrs. Tracy sat up. That was in 1919. To- 
day a radio loud speaker might be equally effective 
in a similar case. 


Violin music was used successfully in arousing 
Mrs. Dora Mintz of New York City after she had 
been asleep for 52 days. 


After an li-day sleep Sophie Troyanski, 11 years 
old, of Brooklyn, N. Y., took up the thread of life 
at the exact point where she had dropped it. She 
was studying her lessons when drowsiness came upon 
her. All efforts to wake her were unsuccessful. 
Eleven days later she suddenly sat up in bed and 
said to her nurse: “I must hurry and finish my 
lessons. If I don’t I will get a bad mark at school.” 
She did not know of her long sleep and refused to 
believe she had spent 11 days in slumber. 


Several cases have been noted in which the sleep 
was not continuous. A St. Louis man who died of 
the disease would get up at intervals and walk 
about the room and at times he would rise and go 
to the table and eat, although while doing this he 
seemed dazed and did not talk to others at the 
A student at Missouri University in 1920 
seemed to have a very proncunced case.

of sleeping sickness was August Heinzerling of 
Manly, Ia. Stalwart, industrious and only 22 years 
old and with a farm of his own to yield him a 
living, he seemed to have a happy and contented life 
ahead of him. The first stroke came without warn- 
ing. After he had fallen from his plow seat several 
times and had also fallen 25 feet from the roof of 
a corncrib he consulted physicians, who told him 
his only hope for freedom from these strange visita- 
tions of sleep would be a change of climate. He 
reiuctantly sacrificed his fine farm at auction and 
went away to more wakeful pastures new. 


While Eleanor Settle of Moline, Tll., was in a sleep 
that lasted for 53 days the only thing she knew or 
could remember was her mother’s name. Without 
any other evidence of a return to consciousness she 
would repeat this name at intervals. 


An odd manifestation of the disease was the 
case of Mrs. Lorena Fitzgibbons of Jerseyville, Ill., 
who slept for more than three weeks at St. Anthony's 
Hospital in St. Louis. Here there was no lapse into 
complete unconsciousness. Throughout the period of 
her slumber Mrs. Fitzgibbons seemed to understand 
what was said to her. She would answer most ques- 
tions with nods of the head, but occasionally she 
would give verbal replies in mumbling tones like 
those of one talking in his sleep. 


It will be remembered that last winter there was 
a very severe visitation of influenza in England. 
While, so far as is known, there were no recorded 
cases in which a patient fell a victim to the sleep- 
ing sickness while also suffering from influenza, 
it was observed that in many instances the sleep- 
ing sickness seemed to come as an influenza after- 
effect. 

While this seemed to indicate some close connec- 
tion between the diseases, it was in a measure offset 
by the fact that a large proportion of the sleeping 
sickness cases had no trace of influenza history. 
Several persons who died of sleeping sickness had 
apparently been in the best of health up to the very 
moment they sank into the mysterious slumber. 
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“Golden Rule” Nash conferring 


RTHUR NASH of Cincinnati declared the 
other day that, according to his profound 
conviction, no man who lives by the 
Golden Rule has a right to become a 
millionaire. For the past five years he 
has been. known as “Golden Rule” Nash, 
because of his professed determination 

to live by the Golden Rule and of certain specific 
performances indicating that he has been living up 
to his profession. As head of the A. Nash Co. he 
has approximately 6000 employes engaged in the 
production and distribution of clothing. ' 

Some weeks ago the Cincinnati clothing manu- 
facturer made the discovery that he was right on 
the edge of becoming a millionaire. The prospect 
worried him mightily. Something must be done to 
keep him out of the millionaire class. Business 
conditions indicated that if he accepted what he re- 
garded as the infamy of owning a million dollars— 
$1,200,000, in fact, was the immediate prospect 
staring him straight in the face—it would be but a 
few years before he became a multi-millionaire. 
From that situation, which appears to be the chief 
aim of many other men, Mr. Nash shrank back al- 
most in horror. 

In expressing his feelings by use of the forego- 
ing language, no levity is intended. Arthur Nash 
actually recoiled from the imminence of multi-mil- 
lionairism. It was a religious recoil, for the Golden 
Rule is his religion... Nearly four years ago he had 
made that fact known at a meeting of his factory 
working force.

his famous experiment brought enough electricity 
cown a wet cotton string from an old-fashioned 
Lite to give himself a shock. 

The modern kites with their high altitudes and 
their wire strings leading to the ground furnish 
en ideal path for lightning and there have been 
records of severe shocks received while flying 
kites in thunderstorms. 

But kites aren't all that-Uncle Sam depends upon 
to learn the ways of the wind and weather. After 
all, they are tied down. They can’t soar. So, to 
repetrate still farther into the depths of the sky, 
the sounding balloon was invented, perhaps the 
most romantic scientific device ever conceived by 
the mind of man with the exception of the telescope. 
For the sounding balloon, “the sky is the limit.” 

This balloon is a bag of fine rubber, inflated with 
Lydrogen until it measures about three or four feet 
in diameter. To it is attached an aluminum case 
containing a set of specially devised recording 
instruments mounted within a wicker cage. Above 
the balloon is attached an open parachute pulled 
closely down on top of the balloon and attached be- 
low to the instrument basket. 

When set free, such a balloon keeps on rising 
until it bursts at a height depending upon the tem- 
perature and pressure of the air. For as it ascends 
to where the air is thinner and thinner, the pressure 
cf the gas within causes it to expand, and if the 
air grows warmer a similar result is effected. By 
and by the balloon can no longer stand the pressure 
ond it bursts. But the parachute remains open and 


formance for: a sounding bal- 
loon. Ten-miles is more com- 
mon, and the record is a trifle more thafi 20 miles. 
This is higher than anything sent up by man from 
the earth’s surface except perhaps the shells of the 
longest range artillery. 

A modification of the parachute method is send- 
ing the sounding balloons up tandem. They are 
60 adjusted that while the two balloons easily lift 
the instrument case to a height of 10 miles or 
more, the lifting power of one balloon is not quite 
enough to carry the load. When the tandem gets 
high enough oné of the balloons bursts. As the 
other is not buoyant enough to carry the load, it 
gradually comes to earth, but so slowly that the 


{mstruments are not harmed upon landing. 


The picture shows such a balloon tandem being 
set free at Santa Catalina Island, off the coast of 
Southern California. A west wind is blowing 
vhich will carry the balloons over to the main- 
land before one of them bursts, and the record 
will be found somewhere between the mountains 
and the sea. 

Some of these sounding balloons make long 
trips, exceeded only by professional balloonists. 
One sent up in Nebraska was found in West Vir- 
ginia. / 

Uncle Sam’s final method of going up in the 
air about the weather is by means of the pilot 
balloon. This is a wild and vagrant device, the 
hobo of the clouds, the sport of every wind that 
blows. Once turned loose the pilot balloon never 
comes back, but before it is lost to sight it yields

. pigeons. Let’s get rid of them at any cost. The 


sooner the better, if we want more song and insectiv- 
orous birds. A crow will carry off small chickens 
and pull up corn, and I believe there should be a 
bounty of 25 cents a head on them to. encourage 
sportsmen to kill them off.’’ 

“The only good crow is the dead one,” concludes 
a farmer who says he has asked nearly every neigh- 
bor in his section if a single point in defense of the 
crow can be given, and not one such point has turned 
up. “If we kill the crows,” he says, “we will have 
more game.” 

From Kentucky comes a sweeping indictment. A 
farmer reports that 50 of his lambs were opiinded 
by crows that picked out the eyes of the tender crea- 
tures. All the lambs died. Another Kentucky farm- 
er says that when hogs are fed on corn, in winter, 
swarms of crows gather and devour the feed, They 


“ are more “hoggish’’ about it, he declares, than are 


the hogs themselves. Tender shoots of wheat, this 
authority adds, are sweet morsels for crows. 

But a still sterner indictment is to follow with a 
bill of particulars hardly believable. A Pennsyl- 
vanian who for more than 60 years has been en- 
gaged in farming and fruit growing arises to testify. 
He loves the feathered flock, he states, and he hates 
to say anything against a species thereof. But 

“My observations have fully convinced me that 
the crow’s ‘merits are few, while his demerits are 
many. However, in passing judgment upon the 
vices and virtues of the crow, we must not be un- 
mindful of the fact that the omniscient God has 
created naught in vain. Nevertheless, since the 
crow’s case is to be tried and weighed in the balance 
of civilized human judgment, I entertain grave fears 
for his destiny—unless he can obtain an appeal! to 
a higher court; for we have suffered much from 
his ravages and pilfering.

Because it functions the year round, instead of 
less than three months, as do Palm Beach and 
Deauville (the real season at Deauville is less than 
30 days), the Casino at Monte Carlo is a highly prow 
perous institution. Its shares are quoted on the 
Paris Boursé and its annual turnover—in francs—is 
quite impressive. 

But despite its numerous attractions and its mar- 
velous beauty it is mot the pre-eminent resort of 
wealth and fashion fit used to be. A new money 
class is abroad in Europe today—a class of people 
more intent upon making money than spending it, 
The great spenders who used to haunt Monte Carlo 
think twice before they toss 1000-franc notes on 
the green-covered tables, because they no longer 
know where their next mille note is coming from. 
Kings in exile, emigres and their ilk are not prod- 
igal spenders. 

Whether Monte Carlo will ever live up to its fic- 
tional reputation is something no one can predict 
with any certainty. But even though holiday trip- 
pers from London should be replaced by heavier- 
bank-rolled visitors, I don’t see much hope. 

You can figure it out yourself. The receipts at 
the Casino last year were in the neighborhood of 


- $12,000,000. This means that the 500,000 people 


who visited Monte Carlo in the same period con- 
tributed less than $25 apiece to it. 

However, it is not because of its piking play or 
the holiday trippers—or even because the Prefect 
of Police informed me that its trail of suicides was 
the bunk—that I find Monte Carlo a disappointment.

HAT surgeons have tried to do by 
transplanting glands from young an- 
imals into the bodies of aging men 
and women, physiologists of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture have 4l- 
ready successfully accomplished in 
plants. Ponce de Leons of the veg- 
etable world have been given back their youth. On 
the threshold of old age, with their early death im- 
minent, they have been made to send out fresh, vig- 
orous branches, to flower and to fruit again and 


again. 


The rejuvenation which is. being at: 
tempted for men and. women ac- 
tually has been accomplished _ for 
various members of the vegetable 
world—Government scientists use 
special cabinet, equipped with high- 
power electric lamps—Flowers are 
made to bloom out of season, or 
kept from blooming at all, by chang- 
ing the length of their “days” — 
Prolongation of the potato’s “day” 
from sunset to midnight prevented 
the formation of tubers—Light is 
proven to be the chief factor in 
determining the character of plant 
growth 3: 


neath, filters out most of the heat from the light rays 
so that the true effect of the light itself is obtained. 

Golden glow ahd late cosmos plants of the same 
age grow in each of two compartments of the cab- 
inet. Those in the first get a short made-to-order 
day of 10 hours. Those in the second compartment 
are given a long day of 16 hours before the light 
is switched off. 

Now, every housewife who has raised late cosmos 
and golden glow outdoors in her garden under nat- 
ural daylight knows that late cosmos blooms in the 
fall and that the golden glow blossoms in summer 
when the days are long. #6 

A similar thing happens in the cabinet. Although 
the temperature, moisture and plant food are the 


same in the two compartments, and the only differ-. 


ence is in the period of light to which they are sub- 
jected, both plants show the seasonal differences 
characteristic of their kind in nature. The cosmos 
blossoms only in the short-day compartment while 
the golden glow blooms only in the long-day com- 
partment. 

This clearly demonstrates not only that the length 
of the light period is the chief factor in determining 
the character of plant growth, but that artificial light 
can be’ successfully substituted for natural daylight. 
It is the key to all the wonders which Dr. Garner 
and his co-workers have performed 
changing the lives of many fruits, flowers and veg- 
etables. Restoration of youth to old plants and 
other apparently miraculous transformations have 
been accomplished not by violating nature’s laws, but 
by closely imitating nature’s own methods. _

Life histories have  -been 
changed root, stock and branch. 
Dwarfs have been converted into 
giants. Giants have been 
changed into dwarfs. The same 
individual has even been caused 
to show different stages and 
forms of growth on its different 
branches at the same time. 

These startling upsets of na- 
ture’s normal schedule suggest 
a wizardry which challenges be- 
iief. Yet there is no hokus-pokus 
about it. Drs. W. W. Garner, 
H. A. Allard and R. A. Stein- 
berg, who have actually per- 
formed these seeming miracles, 
make no secret of their method. 
They merely control by the use 
of artificial light the length of 
the days in which the plants 
grow. 

At the new building of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences and 
the National Research Council in 
Washington, the Department of 
Agriculture has installed an ex- 
hibit where the public can see 
the experiments in progress. 
Behind glass windows, in a

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In these experiments, a partition has 
been placed between two branches of 
the same short-day plant. One side of 
the partition wis exposed to a long 
day and the other side was given a short 
period of daylight.

But by proper manipulation of the 
daylight period by artificial means, 
instead ofthe old age being the end 
or instead of the plant being old in one 
part and young in another, it can be 
rejuvenated, the old can be made truly 
young again.

For almost a month we led a life of 
lazy content on an army transport.

For a time after we tanded in the 
States we lived such a gypsy life that 
with the exception of many trips of his- 
torical interest in Virginia our automo- 
bile tours were limited. We drove often 
to Williamsburg, the driver bored but 
obliging, but the wife, who comes from 
a long line of Virginians, was thrilled 
over every old house, every secret stair- 
case, every old doorknocker. 

To stand on the erstwhile stoop of the 
old House of Burgesses and to feel that 
Fatrick Henry had once stood on that 
selfsame spot was a thrill, and the old 
Bruton Parish Church was to me a real 
delight. In the churchyard I loved the 
quaint old tombstones—one, in par- 
ticular, which told of the virtues of a 
certain Virginia wife, written by her 
widower, and I had a good laugh when 
the old colored sexton told me the story 
that goes with it. The heart-broken 
widower set out on horseback some 175 
years ago to Richmond to have this 
selfsame tombstone made. On the way 
up he fell in love with a sprightly dam- 
sel. Taking her on, the horse behind 
him, he went on his way, bought the 
tombstone in Richmond and rode back 
to Willtamsburg with the new wife and 
the tombstone intact. 

On that first trip from the South 
home to Missouri, we found romance 
lurking everywhere. It was in the fall 
of the year and I never remember the 
country more beautiful. Across the 
Alleghenies there lay a haze of fall, 
the trees were beginning to turn, and 
all along the way through ’ ~vland the 
farmers were selling ap on the 
road. You could buy tiem at rudely 
constructed stands even on the moun- 
tain tops. 

In Fredericksburg, Va., we strolled 
through streets that spelled Romance 
in every house. We peeked surrepti- 
tiously in at the windows, saw walls 
lined with wonderful old portraits, spin- 
ets in dim corners, parlors filled with 
Hepplewhites and Sheratons. I will 
never forget looking out in the moon- 
light from my window in the hotel, 
across the dim street where in the top 
of the old church a light clock shone 
down, making a path of mellow light 
on the street below. I fully expected 
to see George Washington come from 
one of the old gardens and go to his 
Masonic meeting in the hall where he 


often went. 
Virginia of the dear, dead past, if 


your automobile roads only equalled 
your history, how wonderful it would 
be for those who love you! For I, like 
thousands of other Missourians, am one 
of your grandchildren. However, I 
must forgive you, for in a year I no- 
ticed a great change. After a year’s 
absence, driving from Fayetteville, N. 
C., to Missouri, we found the highway 
at South Hill, Va., to Washington, D. C., 
in a most excellent condition. This, 
too, is historic ground. Little markers’ 
along the road told us the position of 
Gen. Lee’s army, and the peaceful coun- 
try from Petersburg north made one 
question the possibility of great battles:

nuts. 

In our old station on the Peninsula of 
Virginia the country seems never to 
have recovered its former prosperity, 
and even today it shows the desolation 
of war. Not so in Central Virginia. In 
Richmond my partner was more inter- 
ested in showing me the exact house 
where he passed his examination for the 
air service in 1917 than he was in any 
museum or historic church. 


On that journey we passed a queer 
couple—a blind man led by a little boy. 
They stood by the side of the road ask- 
ing for lifts from passing motorists. 
We saw them first in Maryland, patient- 
ly hailing first one car and then an- 
other. At Uniontown, Pa., we saw them 
again and our last glimpse was in Rich- 
mond, Ind., where they were waiting 
on a country road. I wondered if they 
were taking a transcontinental tour in 
this way, and, if they were, just how 
long it would take. 

I’ll not soon forget the different ho- 
tels in which we slept, for every night’s 
lodging was a new experience, from the 
humble hotel rooms in little towns to 
the big hotel in Columbus which afford- 
ed us a good laugh, tired and dusty as 
we were. For there we were given a 
room which had evidently housed five 
or six politicians at once. The room 
was tremendous. It had two big double 
beds, and a day bed or two. I counted 
the lights as I undressed. There were 
13 separate and distinct wall brackets 
and one huge chandelier in the middle 
of the room. There were two writing 
desks, two chiffoniers, two bureaus; in 
fact, I have never seen so much furni- 
ture in any one room anywhere. The 
bathtub was tremendous, and I won- 
dered as I plunged in what famous men 
or past Presidents had used that self- 
same room; for were we not in Ohio, 


where Presidents are as plentiful as} 


good roads? 

At Dayton we stopped at a hotel 
which seemed rather deserted. As we 
ate our dinner we were alone in the 
dining room and the sight of the uni- 
form evidently interested our waitress, 
for I heard her exclaim as she went 
into the kitchen: “Look at that sol- 
dier and his wife! She must ’a’ caught 
him durin’ the war.” 

Each time we make the trip home 
over the National Highway we always 
spend the night at Washington, Pa. It 
is in the nature of a pilgrimage for me. 
For there I went to boarding school in 
the good old days, and I can feel the 
years roll back when I stand on the 
ivy-covered porch of the old seminary 
once again. Iam just 14. Washington, 
sometimes called “Little Washington,” 
is a lovely little town, and even with 
its street torn up as it was on our last 
visit it will always find me faithful to 
it. We have not yet been lured through 
Pittsburg and probably never will be.

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er’s sewing and crocheting utensils,

a pilot balloon is to tell how fast the 
wind is blowing wherever it happens to 
be. Made of light rubber, inflated to 
a diameter of two or three feet, it offers 
no resistance to the wind and travels 
at practically the same speed. Once 
turned loose it rises at a rate of from 
600 to 800 feet a minute. It is soon 
out of the sight of the unaided eye, 
but observers follow the balloon with 
| theodolites for sometimes as far as 40 
or 50 miles if the sky be clear.

While it would 
be unwise to give it absolute protection, 
and thus afford the farmer no recourse 
when the bird is doing damage, it would 
be equally unwise to adopt the policy 
of killing every crow that comes within 
gunshot. 

‘Much of the good the crow does can 
ill be spared, and the damage it inflicts 
may be materially lessened by proper 
measures against such birds as prove to 
be a nuisance.”’ , 

Fifty-fifty, then, is the finding of the 
Federal Biological Survey. . Which 
means that wholesale slaughter of crows 
would upset nature’s balance, disturb 
the smooth course of nonhuman events, 


and thereby work harm to the human|! 


race. 
“The highest ornithological authori- 
ties,”” writes Winthrop Packard, for the 
Audubon Society, “including the experts 
of the United States Biological Survey, 
are agreed that the comnion erow ordi- 
narily does more good than harm and 
should not be killed except where need 
of special local protection warrants it, 
as on game farms and similar special- 
ized areas. The Biological Survey says: 
A well-known St. Louis sportsman 
and naturalist, asked what he thought 
about the crow, and whether it should 
be shot at sight, reflected briefly and 
replied: -— 

“Well, I don’t like crows, anyhow, 
but I’d hate to waste my ammunition on 


them. As a sportsman, I don’t care to. 


kill anything I don’t like to eat—and 
who eats crow anyhow, except some 
politicians?”’ . 


Telling Mile- High Weather for Airmen 
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Near earth’s surface, under average 
conditions, the temperature drops a de- 
gree Fahrenheit for every 300 feet 
additional altitude. This drop con- 
tinues only to a height of from six to 
eight miles above the surface. At that 
altitude, where the temperature falls 
to about 80 below zero Fahrenheit, the 
lowest temperature level is found. 

Farther up, even up to 20 miles, the 
temperature doesn’t go any lower or 
only to a slight extent, and sometimes 
it gets warmer as the balloons go 
higher. 

It has been found that the coldest 
air is above the equator and that in 
our latitude it is often colder at great 
heights in summer thaf in winter. Tem- 
perature reversals near the ground 
have been observed. In winter some- 
times it is warmer a few hundred feet 
up than at the surface. The same is 
true over the colder parts of the ocean 
in summer and along the coast when a 
summer sea breeze is blowing.
